It is that the shame and remorse of a 
cultured mind will not tolerate what 
ignorance and depravity would bear. 
Suicide along with insanity, advances 
with the advance of culture and educa- 
tion. 
It is the price of civilization. 


It is the cost of progress.

ope of escape, was justified in killing 
imself to escape an inevitable death, 
ccompanied by torture. 
We have a 


ight to kill ourselves or our women 
elatives in such a case to prevent out- 
age. 
In cases of sickness, incurable 


nd burdensome, where the sufferer 
ougs for death, and the friends and 
elatives consent, I should advocate 
hat a physician, with the consent of 
he state, be allowed to kill the patient 
under the {supervision of a magistrate 
and other trustees or witnesses.

The affairs of the Portsmouth Blad' 


aud the events which led up to the de 
position of Editor J. E. Valjeau hav 
seen the subject of comment about th 
city for some days. 


The stories that have been in circu 


lation have been wide the of truth, how- 
ever, according to a man who is on the 
inside. This man told a Times re- 
porter that last November the affairs of 
the Blade were iu a desperate condi- 
tion. 
A heavy debt was hanging over 


the paper, and some of the creditors— 
notably the Farmers' bank—were press- 
ing for payment. This claim amounted 
to about $4,000, and it was known that 
a lawyer was carrying the 
papars 


around in his pocket ready to file a 
suit at auy moment. 
At this juncture 


a set of men stepped forward and ar- 
ranged to pay off the most pressing lia- 
bilities. This was done, and by the 
deal they secured control. 
The Times 


is aware of the ideutity of most of 
these men. 
When all of the names are 


secured they will be published that the 
Portsmouth people may know who they 
are and what they intend to do. 


It is claimed that the Blade—a paper 


which ought to have made thousands 
of dollars yearly for its owners—was 
brought face to face with bankruptcy 
and ruin, largely through the misman- 
agement and extravagance of the edi- 
tor, Mr. Valjean. For many years past 
Mr. Valjoan has drawn $40 a week 
from the Blade as editor, or more than 
$3,000 a year. 
This is a comfortable 


sum in' itself. 
Then it is claimed that 


Mr. Valjeau's son has always drawn 
$18 a week. His daughter drew a sal- 
ary of $fi a week for proof reading. |

Copper From Green Water. 


Ono of tho most interesting sights in 


the great mining town of Butto is tho 
process by winch copper is c:uight from 
tho emerald colored wnter tluit Hows 
from tho Anaconda and St. Lawu'iico 
mines. It is estimated that this water, 
which for four or live, years went to I 
waste, is now bringing tho Anr.couda 
company $30,000 u month ut iv cost of 
about $1,000 a month. 


At tho present time gnvcral neres of 


ground uro covered with wooden vats. 
These aro filled with all tho old scrap 
iron they can hold. It has ptovcd a splen- 
did scheme for disposing; of tho tons and 
tons of old iron the company has accu- 
mulated for years. 
Old hoisting cages, 


water pipo, wheelbarrows, railroad iron 
—in fact, any old thing that consists of 
tin or iron—is approprated to this serv- 
ice. 


It is said for every pound of iron put 


into a vat u pound of copper is produced. 
Where tho water first attacks tho iron, 
tho copper absorbs tho iron completely 
within dim) weeks. 
After tho precipi- 


tation is oil'eat-ed tho water is drawn off 
and tho slimy copper is transferred to 
another tank, where tho water is further 
dminud off. 
These latter vats hold 


about 15 tona of tho copper, which now 
has tho apucaruueo of a clayish sub- 
stanue. Tins is sacked into packages of 
about 100 pounds. When in this shape, 
it is sent to the smelters in this city. 


Tho product carries an uvcrugo of Sti 


per cent pure copper. The iron remain- 
ing in it makes u fine flux, and when 
mixed with other smelting oro it is 
said to bring tho oro up to a valuo of 
about $300 a ton.

The Citizens'' Savings bank failure 


IB to be investigated. There will be 
snob a delving into the affairs of the 
defunct concern as will bring oat the 
true condition and workings of the 
bank officials before and after the final 
oollapse. 
Judge Osborn lias ordered 


all agents and employes of the as- 
signors to come into court next Tues- 
day, Jan. 2(ith, and submit to a full 
and complete examination on all mat- 
ters relating to the disposal of-property, 
trades and dealings made with others 
and all accounts. 


The investigation is brought about 


through the filing of a motion by At- 
torneys Bannon, Anderson and Dodge, 
representing John C. Jones, adminis- 
trator : W. S. Foster, M. F. Stewart, S. 
A. Dever, 
AmoB 
Stewart, 
Henry 


Brown, Win. Frey and W. H. Hudson, 
creditors of the cMunct bank. The 
petition sots forth that tne bank, in- 
corporated at $50,000, passed into the 
hands of A. T. Holcomb and F. M. 
Smith, assignees, June 21, 1893. 


For years prior to that time the 


managing officers and agents of the 
hank were John W. Overturf, presi- 
dent, and Jos. W. Fulton, secretary 
and cashier of the business it was en- 
gaged in. Fulton was the apparent 
owner and holder of five shares of 
stock, which were, in truth and fact, 
the property of Overturf and Geo. 
Davis, who owned and controlled more 
than a majority of the stock. The three 
persons, Overturf, Davis and Fulton, 
are charged in the petition with know- 
ing prior to the day of assignment that 
the bank was insolvent and could not 
continue to do business. 
Overturf and 


Fnlton, with the consent of Davis, un- 
dertook and attempted to assign and 
transfer, in defiauce'of the law, a large 
amount of the assets of the bank to the 
officers and stockholders and 
their 


special friends and relatives and a 
few of its favored creditors. Among 
the latter class was the Farmers' Na- 
tional bank, of which Davis was presi- 
dent. In their attempts to carry out 
their unlawful schemes, the following 
transfers of the assets of the bank were 
made June 20th:
